Many in DC Lack Access to 
Affordable, Healthy Food 

A study released in D.C. this summer showed that healthy food is nowhere 
nearly as available and affordable in lower income neighborhoods as in bet¬ 
ter off neighborhoods. 

Full line grocery stores are concentrated West of Rock Creek Park, while east 
of the Anacostia there are few. Of the 305 convenience stores selling food in DC 
and contacted by George Washington University students, half did not sell fresh 
produce at all. A sample of 5 corner markets found that 3 out of 5 did not sell 
chicken, 2 out of 5 did not sell oatmeal, kidney beans, green peas and bananas and 
80% did not sell or stock oranges and lettuce. 

The report recommends that “owners and operators of convenience and corner 
markets should work in coalition to use their collective buying power to purchase 
healthier food such as fruits and vegetables from large wholesale companies or local 
farmers 5 associations. 55 It also recommends the DC Government should give tax- 
incentives to carry-outs with menu items meeting nutrition guidelines. 

The report cites the experience of ten convenience stores in Philadelphia that 
formed a partnership to promote healthier food in the stores. 

It claims that 68,000 residents of DC, including 35,000 children are in danger 
of living with hunger.

The manual being given to each person 
in the training program lists two dozen 
items for first aid kits. Similar lists remind 
you to gather in one place tools and sup¬ 
plies, sanitation items, clothing and bed¬ 
ding, household documents and contact 
numbers and special items for babies and 
adults. 

Asterisks are used to indicate which 
items will be needed for sudden evacua¬ 
tion and which are for longer term “Shel¬ 
ter-in-place. 55 

The American Red Cross has similar 
lists available.
